Ottawa, July G. — The Syiato discussed 
Senator Mclniies' amendment to the 
Vancouver Dock bill for nearly two 
hours, this afternoon, and finally proposed to 
deprive the company of tho right to secure 
a subsidy from the Dominion government; 
rejected by 43 to 14. The minority were 
nearly all Liberiils. Messrs. Ogilvic, Mc- 
Callum and Kaulbacli spoke strongly 
against Mr. Mclnnes' proposal. iSeiiator 
Kaulbach brought Mr. Mclunea indignautly 
to h's feet when he stated that T. R. Mc- 
lnnes was animated solely by hatred of the 
Canadian Pacilic. Tlie bill was eventually 
read u third time and passeil.

H. M. S. Warspite Returns From the 
Saeaa of the Chilian Revolution— 
How Iqaiqne Was Taken.

When a nation is divided against itself, 
■xnA kinsmen are arrayed against kinsmen — 
a..i in tlie case in Chili at the present time — 
ull the horrors of war aro intensifioci, and 
mado more horrible. It is (aid by those 
who have just bade farewell to the scenes of 
'desolatiou in the South American republic, 
that no pen can describe the misery and 
ruin that are there to l)e met with at every 
Iiand. The Ics.s of life by reason of the war 
itself, — wliioh ia much of a fierce, gutrilhi 
eonibdt in its character, — ia nothing to tlie 
loss indirectly ocoiuitoned by tbo auapcudion 
of business, and consequent gradual up- 
proauh of the unfortunate people to st irva- 
tion.

Sund'vy morning, direct from thu scone of 
hostilities. She remained in port the entire 
^lay, and hunilreds of visitors from the city 
«vero welconiod on board durin;j thu after- 
noon.

Three liouis later tho town 
was again in flanit s, a si.x-inch shell from 
tho Ksmeralda having exploded clo.se to the 
Custom House. 'I'hiuking tontiliz .• the. fire, 
and by it accomplish what he had failed to 
do by force of urn.s. Col. .Soto gaifo orders 
that anyone attcmiiting to arrest tln^ flames 
would be shot, and biu iels of coal od wen- 
placed close to the Custom Hoii.ie, in the 
hope that the e.'cplo.'iion expected would ac- 
complish the death or the ilefe.'it I'f the Sidl- 
ors there shidtered.

On the lOth of June, nt p.m., the CP. 
N. Co. '.s steamer Uunubo left the outer 
■wharf with coal uiid supplies for tho Vio- 
toriao seRling fleet, it liaviog been arranged 
to have her go to a point off Alitalt Buy, 
Kodialc Island, where the sealing fleet wus 
to be, to receive the said storcH and to 
trausfer to the Duniibe the result of tlie 
coast catch. 

This courao had been rendered necessary 
en ftcconnt of the unsettled stata of aflfairs 
concerniDg the Behring Sea question, as it 
had been deemed advisable to send up for 
the skins to guard, in a nieusurc, against 
loss in case the vesaela were seized. Al- 
though this proceeding was very expensive, 
it w»8 thought beat to do ks arranRcd. 

The Danube was pretty well laden with 
freight, for, beside the «upplies for the seal- 
ing fleet, a good deal of slutf for the can- 
neries and way ports was carried. After 
a very quick trip up, the »teamer reached 
Tort Simpson on the '21st of June, and left 
there the same day for her voyage across to 
the rendezvous, reaching there on the 'J4th, 
after a very pleasant trip.

Of the reniainder of the fleet tlie Beatrice 
of Victoria sailed from the south end of 
Portlook Banks for Behring Se*, on the 
23rd of June. She had at the time 3G0 
sealskins, bat took them into the Sea with 
her. The rest of the original fleet, the 
Adcle, Martha and Mdscotte, accounted 
for, the two former being wrecked, and the 
latter Jetained by an explosion, as readers 
of this paper know. 

Beside the Victorian fleet, there were 
four American sealers at the rendezvous: 
the Hamilton Lewis, Capfain A. McLean ; 
the Webster, Captain D. McLean; the Al- 
lie I. Algar, CapUiii Algar; and the Henry 
Dennis, Captain Minor. The Lewis had 
■470 skins, the Wcb^-ter about (100, the 
Algar 4.')0, and the Dennis IHO. All were 
well on board, but the Webster had lost 
five men by desertion durini; her stay at 
Lauy Harbor, before the arrival of tlic 
Duuulie. The stciinier was anchored about 
ten miles out from I he Uud, to that no 
chiini could be made that she had used the 
))Oits of the United .States illegally. She 
was, in fact, "at sea," althouLdi near to the 
islands. While tu the leeward all was 
right, hat one day it blew pretty heavily, 
and the water was too rough to tranship 
skius. 

NOTES. 

The eastern crews shipped this year are 
well .spoken of by the masters of the 
sealers, they turning out first-rate men. 

The otter huuliiig .scboonerd, Pearl and 
Ilerniaii, were met oil' Kodiak Liland, the 
former had IS otter skins, the latter IH. 
The Pearl lost threj of her crew by deser- 
tion. 

A bnat-pviller on the City of San Diego, 
named Andy Williams, died a short lime 
after leaving Victoria, in the spring, and 
was Inirii il at tea. 

,Vn Indian fcil hunter on the Sapphire 
was accidentallv hIkiI and killed by another 
hunter. His rciii.iins were .ii;ilted, and will 
be brought back to ICculet for burial. These 
two deaths are the only ones to chronicle 
for tbo Keason, ami only a few iick men 
were reported. Four or five were brought 
down by the Danube for medical treatment, 
and, considoring that nearly a thousand 
souls are employed in the business, the sick 
rate is low. 

Mosquitoes are very thick at Alitak Bay, 
and made life a burden to those of the 
sealers who went in to get water. 

M iny men have been losk from the boits 
this .seascin, luit uU have eventually turued 
up again, and no one is missing. 

All the sealers report that seals are plenty 
but rather scary, and consequently rather 
hard to shoot. 

A dead right whale, which was found 
floating by the crew of the Penelope, yielded 
about 800 pounds of wiialebone, which wa.s 
shipped down to Victoria, and will probably 
bring S-O per pound. 

The scalers were indignant at the turn 
things had taken in the Behring's Sea con 
troverey between Great Brilum and the 
United States. The Danube took [up 
Cou>KrsTSof the Kith June, giving the pro- 
clamation concerning the closing of the sen. 
AH the sealers declared they would take no 
notice of lliis information, as of course it 
could not be consiil'-red ofliciai, and stated 
that thoir voyages should be continued into 
the Hcii. If, however, they were v.-anied to 
leave by proper authority, tlio Hcalci.s gen- 
erally cx|)r('8Pcd themselves as willing to go 
out. A feeling of dissatisfaction again.it the 
action of (li-eat liritain, in agreeing to a 
measure to ntop sealing tliia year was mani- 
fest.

WILFULLY BLIND. 

The Times says tha6 it cannot believe 
that Iho "Colonist is ignorant of Section '16 
of tlio Suhool Act, which defines tho duties 
of school truateeH, ono of %vhicli ia to see 
tliat tho soliool is oomliictetl uccordhi^; to 
the rules and retjulutioua." Wo iiro not 
ignorant of the Seolion to whioli our cou- 
toniporary refers, and it is precisely bo- 
cause \f<s are not that wo maintain that 
the trustees have nothing whatevtr to do, 
tliroctly or inilireutly, with any dispute 
that may arise hutwcen the Principal of 
the High School and the Superinleuilcnt 
of Education respecting tho manner in 
which tho examinations have hoen con- 
tlucted. Tile dutiea of lliu trustees related 
■cliielly to the care of school properly and to 
J) oviding tho school witli fuel, furniture, 
uiid such otlicr thinf;s as were ncccss.ir}' 
to keep them in good working onlur. 
The complaint with the trustees themselves 
all along has been that, with tho exception 
nf enguging and dismissing teachers, thoy 
vrjro wholly without autliority iu matters 
mlating to the management of tho schools. 
Section 4(i, however, coutains this 
olauso, "Tu visit from time to timo, luch 
aohool under their (the trustees') charge, 
and to SCO that it is conducted according 
to the authorized regulations, and that such 
Hcliool is duly proviiled with a register." 
Tho reader sees that not one single word is 
said here about examinations or promotions 
or disputes between the Superiuteudeut and 
the PrincipaL Let us now turn to the rules 
and regulations, to see what there is in 
them about cxammations rcijuiring the su- 
pervision of the Trustees. Here is rule S 
*a it is printed iu the rules and regulations 
for the govoi imcnt of tho public schools of 
British Columbia. It is tho only ouewhich 
-treats of examinations : 



learning, the order ami dijriplino oli8i;rved, 
iho system of instruction pursued, tho 
ni(i<le ot kec|)ing tho school ngiatei s, tin- 
average atiendh nee of pupils, the character 
and condition of the buildings and premiees, 
and i^ive such advice us he inuy judge pro- 
per." 

Tho reader will notice that the means to 
be taken to conduct this exauiinition i\nd 
enquiry are not specified. It would ho a 
physical impossibility for him to do all tho 
work himself, and tho law leaves him at 
liberty to adopt any method which ho deems 
most effective. If tho Principal of tho 
High Schiinl believes that the moans ado[)ted 
by the SuperinleiiJeiit were not fair to hiui 
or his pupils, it is clear that tho proper 
course for him to tike was to make his 
complaint to tho Superintendent's otficial 
superiors. This is what common sense 
dictates, and this is what must 
reconunend itself to every right 
mindttl Uian's aenso of justice. Nothing 
can bo more unfair to the Superin- 
tendent than to prefer his complaint before 
a Board of Trustees, who have no jurisdic- 
tion in tho matter, and have an cx-])urlt 
statement published, garnishod with sense- 
less but malignant pleasantries in a partiztn 
ncwspupt'r. The Principal cdu got *no re- 
dress froui the Trustees, and the Times de- 
sires nothing hotter than to liave an excuse 
for vilifyiug and misrepresenting tho De- 
partment of Education. If Mr. McLeod 
does not want to obt iin a "temporary gratifi- 
cation of injured fetding-"," it ho is not actu- 
ated by " u desire for revenge," what does 
he want and what are his desires? The 
Trustees, as he knows, can do nothing for 
him ; the nnilice and the foolishuess of the 
Tin.cs can do him no good, and ho oilhor 
ML'gh'cts or ri.-fiis,.-.s to apply to ths only tri- 
bunal that has power to ndjudieate upon 
his case and t :i do him justice if he has hocu 
treated unjustly. 

A FISHERY COMMISSIOy. 



" S. On the last day of each half-year 
^unless otherwise arranged by the Depart- 
ineul) to hold a public examination of his 
■school, of which notice shall ho given to the 
Trustees and to the parents through the 
pnpils. 

" Provided, however, th it in the cities of 
Naiiaimo, New Westminster and Victoria,

Provided also that in the city of Vancou- 
ver the semi-aonual examinations shall be 
hold during tho last week of each session as 
follows ;

Kist school, Wednesday. 

•Central school, Thursday. 

High school, Friday. 

" The public examinations of the Ward 
Schools shall be held alternately during the 
ibrenooD of the above mentioned days, and 
i( rendered necessary by the estabUsbuicnt 
of additional Ward Schools, on other days 
-of tlie last week of each session. 

" Each teacher in these cities shall bo re- 
quired to attend the other public exiniina- 
Ciona held after the closiu g of his school." 

It will he observed that the parenthesis 
in the first paragraph of this regulation 
shows that the examinations are completely 
ninder the control of the Department. But 
•what we wish particularly to direct atten- 
tion to is, that all that the Trustees have to 
do with reference to these examinations is 
to sea that they are held on the proper 
iliiys. Not ono word is said in tho regula- 
tion about the nuiuner in which tho exani- 
tinations are to be conducted, who is to set 
'the papers for the pupils, or who is to cor- 
rect them and estimate their value. This 
•£a the matter in dispute between tho Super- 
■intojideiit and tlie Principal, and this is tho 
fmtter on which the rules anil la^u'atious 
are wholly siioiit. Conseq'ieut'y, if ihoTiui- 
teei had anything at all to do with the ex- 
amlnations, which, in our opinion, is doubt- 
ful, they had, certainly, nothing to do 
with respect to tho way iu which 
they wero o.rriid on. But, uccordiiip 
to tho interpretation of the Times i;s.-lf, the 
Trublees went oubsido their powers when 
t boy entertained Mr. MsLeod's compluint. 
It was their duty," tho Times says, " to see 
that the school is conducted ncccr o 
the rules and regulations" but, us we h ive 
g jen, liicrn is not a single wonl in the rules 
and regulations about tho mode of conduct- 
ing the examinations, thorofore they luive 
nothing nbitover to do with the disputes 
»n4 misundersti^ndings relative to that sub- 
ject. Mr. MoLcod evidently sees the weak- 
.ness of the Times case, snd, to make it 
.appear stronger, (juotes a s. nlen :e f oiu the 
Suporiiitendenl'.s report, as if ri-ii...rkH m.nle 
by tlie Superintendent ao auhiritu'ive 
Aiid have. the effi ct of Uw, or of ruUs and 
rei^ulations formally approved aud sane- 
itionod by the Governmcnn. The Superin- 
tendent cortair.Iy slated in his report that 
Ho (tVic I'riiicipa') mnsi also prepare tlio 
•<j'ic-tious fur tho pnunulion examin ition-i." 
But, iiccording to MoLo id's couipluiiit, 
the Siipei'luteudoiit thought proper to re- 
lieve him of that ouorou-i im<-k. That ho 
liad the power to do so, ovrryone must see 
who r04da Bub;8eotioii G of rectiou l;i of 
■"An Act respecting .Schools," whicli speci- 
■fies the duties of the Supai iutoudeut. Hero 
is the text of that sub section iu full:— - 

"(6) To examine and enqnire into, from 
time to time, the prugreaf of the pupils in 



We are glad to learn that tho Goverr 
ment now evince a disposition to, act upou 
the suggestion to appoint a Board of Com 
missioncrs to enquire into the way ir 
which the silnion tishery of tho province is 
conducted, to tiud out, wo presume, what 
is retjuired for its proper regulation. The 
cannera have been for a long time asking 
for a Commission composed of competent, 
impartial and unprejudiced men, who could 
frame or suggest regulation! for tho Fraser 
Hiver Fishery, suited t» tho condi- 
tions uudor which that business 
is carried on. We could never see why that 
very reasonable request was not promptly 
complied with. Eastern men are altOKether 
unacquainted with the way iu which salmon 
aro caught and packed ia British Coluuibia. 
There ia no similar fishery on the other side 
of the continent, nor, indeed, in the world. 
It is not to be expected that a fishery of 
this kind could be properly regulated by 
men who never saw the Fraser river, and 
who live thousand! of miles from where the 
salmon are caught. When, afterconsideruble 
delay, an olHcial of the dcpirlment was 
seut to tho Fraser, he. coiulujted ilia en- 
quiry in such a manner as to convince 
British Columbians thac be had no idea 
of the importance and intricacy of the 
mjitter he was sent to enquire into. It 
intelligent and observant men, who hare 
for miny years been engaged iu 
tho B 1.1. ou fishery, find that they 
still have much to learu, both 
with rei^rd to the habits of the eahnon 
and tho best methods of catching un 1 
packing them, what is to be thought 
of the oihoiul, who iuiagiuod ho "knew it 
all" uf.cr being on tho river parts of two 
or three days ? Knowledge tlmt is worth 
auythiug is not enatuhed iu that way. Be- 
sideci, ^U-. Wilniot was so well satisfied with 
his own powers of obsurvatioa and with tho 
iufulUbility ot his own judgment that l.e 
entered into no formal euquiry at n'.l 
When the result of his flying vi»it to tho 
Fraser River was sees, we ar.: not eurpriHed 
that men liko the Hoard of Trade's Comujil- 
teu cljaractei i/.od hij report in tetnis that 
are so scathingly severe. 

It ia to be hoped that the 
Commission will be composed of men 
who will cuter into tho euquiry with 
open minds, aud who will, after they hare 
made a full iuvestigation, he able tu form 
just uud reasonable conclusions from the 
evideuco tliuy have heard and the facts they 
have collected. A judiciously seleu.ed 
committee who will do their werk carefu.l> 
and well will render this province a uuat 
valuable service.

The change in Now South Wales will moat 
probably make the work of coufed.-ratiag 
the Australian colonies easier. The other 
colonies are all, more or less, proteclioniat, 
and tho free tradeiiim of New South Walea 
was an obstacle in the way of their coming 
to an agreement as to the trade policy to he 
pursued by the new Commouwealth. Snine 
wanted a policy of protection to be made 
porniuneut by the Constitution, but the 
conversion of New South Wales will pro- 
bably reooncile the cblonies to adopt the 
more sensible plan of leaving the fiscal 
policy to be decided by the parliamentary 
majority of the time being.

To 
thojo who are poHtieally ignorant, tho true 
signiQcauce of the visit is not apparent, hut; 
all the wide-awake ones are airraro what 
the visit really portends. It i.i a matter of 
the highest importance that tlie Kiigliali 
and German iittiions, allied as tlicy (ire l>y 
the blood of their sovereigns, bIiouIcI mniu- 
tatn unbroken the existing entente corihate 
of which the Kmperor'a visit is u sure sign. 

Apart altngullier from tlie ititernationul 
aspect, which the visit nf the German sove- 
reign naturally culls up, it is peculiarly in- 
teresting from a purely personal standpoint, 
as the Emperor is a somewhat heroic iigurc 
in a very unheroic age, while he ia certainly 
very popular with the English inasaen on 
account of the interest be takes in tho labor 
noyement.

There are many comments concerning the 
significance of the Kaiser's coolness in 
greeting the Duke of Edinburgh on his 
arrival at Sheern^s, while he showed great 
cordiality toward the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Connaught, and the other royal- 
ties who were on hand to meet htm. lie 
conferred only a formal shako of tho hand 
upon the Duke of Edinburgh. It is 
believed that the Emperor's treatment of 
the Duke Tvvs due to the suspicion that 
the latter prompted the Duke of Coburg 
to assume au unfriendly attitude towards 
the German Imperial Government. 

It is also said that tho Kaiser attributes the 
liikewarnmess of his reception in Russia to 
the hoitili! influence of the' Duke and Ducb- 
es33 of Edinburgh.

Th« arxuMn Kaiier Hpends a Quiet Dny, In- 
speetBCtht SeotB Quarda. Attrnds Cburch 
and IiUtena to a Bacred Coacei t. 

LoSDON, July 5.--Ernprror William rose 
■early, to-diiy, niul took i\ .short ride. He re- 
tuined to biciikfust with the Queen and 
royul family. Iiiimcdi&toly afterwards he 
stin ted la u cai riuse for Victoria barracks, 
accompanied by the I'rince of Wales, Duko 
of Counaught iind Duke of Clarence. The 
Emiicror vrua in the undress uniform of the 
Corps Ouird, bedecked with the Prussian 
orders, and wore a plumed helmet. The 
Prince of Wales wore the uniform of Colon- 
el of the Life Guards. It beinc a serai-state 
occasion, only ndlitury attaches of the Ger- 
man embassy and English embassy, attend- 
ant upon the Emperor, followed tho royal- 
ties. Ths carriages of the party were pre- 
ceded by the mounted polico and outriders. 

On arrival at the barracks Kquiirc, the 
Emperor found the Life CI uanls drawn up 
• in line witli the S.ots Guards in the rear. 
He shook hnnils with tlie romniandini,' of- 
ficers and then iuHpected tho troopn, pass- 
ing up and down tho lines and minutely 
Bcrntini/.ing the equipment.-! of the soldiers. 
This orer, the tro<ips escorted their royal- 
ties to Trinity churcli, tho limperor occu- 
pying the royul pew. Other royalties and 
members of tlio Emperor's and Queen's 
housoholds occupied pews in tlio rear. The 
Guards' band played Mendelssohn's march 
while the royalties were entering. 

1'ho sermon was delivered by the Queen's 
chaplain, Arthur Robinson, who referred to 
self denying lives and Christian records, 
mentioning General Grant, Count Von 
iMoltltc, General Gordon and others. The 
services over, the conRrfgation stood while 
the royalties left. The Ktiiperor and royul 
party drove hack to the castle. 

While the Emperor was at Trinity, the 
Quicn, Empress and Princets Beatrice 
droTo to tho private chapel at Frogmore, 
attended by the ladies of the hoiisehoTd. 

At luncheon the Gorman Emperor and' 
Empress nit t the bride and bridegroom of 
to-morrow, I'rince Albert of Anhalt, and 
Princess Louise, of Schleswig-Hobtein. 
The great table was laid with massive gold 
plate, which the Queen permits to lie dis- 
played only on special occasions. After 
luncheon tho Queen and Liiperial Party 
listened to a concert by tha Guard's band, 
after which the Emperor and Empress and 
Prince and Princcis of NYales drove to 
Cumberland lodge to visit Prince and 
Princess Christian, returning in time for 
dinner. 

Tiie day was concluded with a sacred 
concert in St. George's hall. The Emneror 
and Empress personally coDRratulated the 
principal soloists. 

THE BLACK DIAMOND STKlItE. 

The Vlnen 'WillinE to Rrrome Work and a 
Settlement of the DlfUcDlty Hoped fi>r. 

Black Diamond, July 5.— The Black 
Diamond strike ia nearer settlement now 
than at any time since the trouble began. 
This afternoon the miners held a meeting 
and decided that they would hold out no 
longer. They called on J. W. Phillips, who 
is in charge in the absence ai. Oakland of 
Superintcndsnt Morgan Morgans. Mr. 
Phillips rtceived their communication and 
at onco forwarded it to Superintendent 
Morgans and President P. B. Cornwall. It 
read : 

" The miners of Black Diamond are will- 
ing to accept your ngrcement and are ready 
to go to work." 

Mr. Moore, private secretary to Mr. Alor- 
gans, said, to-night, that the suporiritond- 
tnt only arrived at Oakland, yesterday 
morning, snd that no consult itiou on the 
part of the owners could lio had till Mon- 
day. It would not take them live minutes 
to-night to decide the matter. He thought 
it might lie accepted, but wua not pure. 

" It they go to work," said he, " we will 
get out from 700 to 800 ions a day. We 
could get out 1,000 tons. The total forcoof 
400 men will not be put on all at once, be- 
cause we must first gf t out some water, but 
that will not t-ike long." 

Deputy Sheriff James W. Smart has ar- 
rired from Seattle to collect the arms. 

Word reached here that there are iinlica- 
tions that the strike at Newcastle will come 
to a close to-morrow. The niiLcrs lield .\ 
meeting at 2 o'clock this bfternoon. It is 
stated that 40 of the old mineis arc ready 
to go to work. It is said, too, that there 
trill be 40 or more who will not receive 
work. Those who could not be given work 
have been asked to vacate their nouses. 

Superintendent John Pritohard, of the 
Clay miacs hero, and others, think the New- 
castle difficulty is ended.

A 
few days ago he awoke and has taken only 
a*i oriliuary amount of rtliep since. Hi.f 
recovery, however, is doubtful. 

Mr. lUfu;:; is now living on a farm about 
midway tietwci ;i .St. Cliai-lcs and (Juincy, 
Minn. He nioved lliei c about a y ear inula 
half ago from near Utic.^, Minn. .Some 10 
years ago ho was attacked by a kcvpre fever 
and had inteube pains sh'ioting through hi.M 
head. He was then in Illinois. Ills phv 
sician adviied him to move to the co.dm 
climate of Minnesota, and he accordingly 
uinvcd to this utata 11! yi ars a^ci. During 
hit stay in Illinois he did not sleep all th.- 
time, but »<ince he cnni" to this ntatc he hua 
slept all the time except an interval of a 
year an I a half, beginning with 1881, aad 
two months of 1889 ai d 18110. When he is 
sleeping lie can only be awakened by bin 
wife touuhiug hiui on the head. Calling 
has no oflTect on hmi, and ho takes no uour- 
ishmrot to speak of, and only when he is 
aroused from his coniatosa condition.
